its January 23 release reports that Protestant reli- 
gious,jeaders in many cities are now intensifying 
their efforts to make even more active apostles out 
of their laymen, particularly business and profes- 
sional men who have a wider influence in the com- 
munity. 

In Richmond, Virginia, 16 prominent laymen 
actually founded a new lay organization to be known 
as “The Yokefellow Foundation.” They give as their 
reason for the selection of that particular name the 
fact that they want the people to make sacrifices, to 
carry a little yoke out of love and zeal for Christ. 

The movement has grown rapidly and some 
6,000 Americans are now wearing small golden pins 
in the shape of an oxen yoke. It has taken hold in 
New York as a department of the National Council 
of Churches, and a first national convention of this 
organization is to be held next year, which they ex- 


pect to be attended by 15,000. 
A thought which they would like to have the 
members keep ever before them is that men should 
be willing to “wear out more shoe leather for their 
parish than they now do for several clubs, trade 
associations and political parties.” 
In Nashville the organization has adopted the 
slogan “Worship God More in ‘54.” 
Now you need not be told that there are a hun- 
dred greater reasons why Catholics should be work- 
ing for Christ and His Church than non-Catholics. 
Their church has no authority, claims none and, 
therefore, they are not obligated to believe anything, 
or even to go to church. But God will certainly take 
cognizance of their zeal and good intentions.

He had been invited to 
give the invocation as a way of 
marking the fifth anniversary of 
the sentencing of the Cardinal- 
Primate of Hungary. 


Monsignor Varga related that 
three separate groups made unco- 
ordinated efforts to free the Card- 
inal in the spring of 1949. The 
Cardinal was then held in a prison 
hospital in Koebanya, a suburb of 
Budapest. 


The Monsignor said the sensa- 
tional attempt failed because the 
communists got wind of it and 
moved the Cardinal to a different 
prison.

Permitted To Move About 


Pope Now Attends 


Mass In Bedroom 


Vatican City—(Radio, NC)—His 
Holiness Pope Pius XII has been 
permitted by his doctors to get up 
and move around a bit and is now 
attending daily Mass at a tempor- 
ary altar erected in his bedroom. 

These two facts were disclosed 
here, giving substance to the re- 
ports that the Pope's health is slow- 
ly improving. 

It was learned that the Pope 
attended Mass in his bedroom on 
Sunday and again on Monday. The 
Masses were said by the Pope's 
personal secretaries, Fathers Wil- 
liam Hentrich and Leiber — both 
Jesuits. They gave the Pontiff 
Communion during the Masses. On 
earlier days Communion had been 
brought to the Pope from his pri- 
vate chapel. His doctors did not 
consider him strong enough to 
attend, much less celebrate, Mass. 


It was also learned that the Pope 
has been able to take nourishment 
in a normal way for the first time 
in many days. The first food was 
liquid, but it was hoped that he 
would soon be able to take semi- 
solid and solid foods without irrita- 
tion to his stomach.

Vatican City —(NC) — For the 
second consecutive year, His Holli- 
ness Pope Pius XII was unable to 
attend the anniversary Mass for 
his predecessor, Pope Pius XI, and 
for the same reason—illness. 

The Mass was offered by His 
Eminence Eugene Cardinal Tisser- 
ant, dean of the Sacred College of 
Cardinals, who also imparted the 
absolution after the Sacrifice—a 
function paca yoo by the 
Pontiff when presides at the 
throne on these commemorative 
oecasions. 

A year ago, Pope Pius could not 
attend because he was in bed with 
a severe attack of bronchitis. This 
time he was prevented from being 
present at the Mass use of an- 
other illness, the precise nature, 
gravity and extent of which appar- 
ently has so far not been com- 
pletely determined. 

The first official medical bulle- 
tin, issued by Dr. Riccardo Gal- 

eazzi-Lisi, the Pontiff’s personal 
physician, on the afternoon of Fri- 
day, February 5, stated that it is 
soon to be able to make 
further X-ray examinations and 
‘clinical tests to discover more ex- 
actly the nature of the Holy Fath- 
-er’s illness.

Fundamental But Forgotten Facts About Our Book 


TP average American has probably never thought 
of these provable facts: 

The world owes the Bible to the Cathole 
Church. 

The world would not know what were genuine 
and inspired New Testament writings apart from the 
authority of the Catholic Church. 

If the Catholic Church which had the Bible all 
to itself from the end of the fourth to the beginning 
of the sixteenth century—nearly 1,200 years—had 
not preserved it the world would not have it today. 

If the Catholic Church had not held the Bible 
in the highest esteem, she certainly would not have 
had her religious in many monasteries devote their 
entire lives to the transcribing of manuscript copies 
of the New Testament for the use of future genera- 
tions. 

If, as enemies charge, the Catholic Church did 
not like the Bible, why did she not destroy it, or at 


least alter it, add to it, take from it, when she had 
it all to herself? 


Without the word of the Catholic Church not a 
single scholar of our times would be able to prove 
that present day translations are accurate—for the 
simple reason that the originals have been lost, and 
modern versions can be compared only with late 
fourth century copies of the originals. 

Hence the Bible is really a Catholic book, re- 
ceived by the “reformers” solely on the word of the 
Catholic Church, as genuine and inspired. 

Christians of the first four centuries, who gave 
up their lives by the thousands for Christ never saw 
the New Testament. They never heard what it con- 
tained—because its writings were not brought to- 
gether and published in one volume until the end of 
the fourth century. 


It required infallible authority to determine 


what was inspired Scripture and what was not, be- 
cause there were many writings read in the churches, 
reputed to be inspired, but discarded at a Council of 
the Catholic Church held in Carthage, North Africa, 
in the year 396. 


Why should any one assume that the Gospels of 
Matthew and Luke were inspired since they were not 
written by Apostles? The Catholic Church deter- 
mined that these gospels were inspired and the 
whole modern world has accepted that decision with- 
out question. 


Since modern churches deny the infallible auth- 
ority of the Catholic Church when speaking on such 
matters, they are inconsistent in accepting the Bible 
as an inspired work. But the Catholic is most con- 
sistent in accepting the Bible because he has abso- 
lute conviction, which no other could have, that it is 
inspired Scripture.

God Honored Her ... So Do We 
Mary Was Always A Virgin: She ls Queen Of Heaven's Inhabitants 


HE author of a Protestant tract, 

which we are analyzing in this series 
of articles, says he cannot bring him- 
self to believe in the virginity of Mary 
because there is reference in Holy 
Scripture to Christ’s brothers and sis- 
ters. 

He can learn from many sources that 
neither the Aramaic, which was the 
language of Christ, nor most of the 
Jews of Palestine had a word for 
“cousin” or other relative. Even back 
in the Old Testament we hear Abra- 
ham speak of Lot as his “brother” when 
he was actually his “nephew,” and 


there are a dozen instances in the Old 


Testament where “brethren” is used 
for one’s relatives, near and far. 

Even today a minister addresses his 
whole congregation as “brethren,” but 
no one would infer that all the members 
are blood brothers or sisters of the min- 
ister. 

Among themselves the members of 
the parish call one another “brother” 
as is the custom in fraternal organiza- 
tions. | 

The author quotes Origen and Ter- 
tullian as holding that Mary had other 
children, based on four references to 
“Christ and His brethren” in the New 
Testament. But a very large number of 


the early Fathers held to the contrary. 
Among them St. Justin Martyr, Aris- 
tides, St. Irenaeus, Origen, whom he 
places on the other side; St. Hilary, St. 
Epiphanius, St. Jerome. 

The early Fathers gave four reasons 
why the word “brethren” was to be un- 
derstood as “other relatives.” They ob- 
serve: ¢ 

1) Her virginity was -implied by her 
answer to the angel: “How can this be 
done because I know not man” (Luke 
1:34). 

2) If Mary had other children why 
was Jesus so emphatically called “the 
Son of Mary” (Mark 6:3)? 


3) Why is Mary never called “the 
Mother of the brethren of the Lord”? 

4) If Mary had other children, why 
should Jesus, dying on the cross, have 
entrusted His Mother to the care of St. 
John (John 19:26-27)?

perhaps the one people in the world who most welcome 
death. When missionaries anoint them on deathbeds, they 
ask for prayers that they may die. When asked: “Don't 
you want to live?” Their answer is: “My faith tells me I 
shall be happy with Ged when I die. Why should I want 
to be away from perfect happiness?” Their attitude is some- 
thing like St. Paul who said: “I deserve to be dissolved, te 
be with Christ.” The unceriainty of judgment is one 
reason why we are so reluctant to die, bat the Zulu trust 
in God's mercy is se great it makes him fearless of Divine 
Judgment. 


Another African people, the Kikuyus, will never offer or 
give a gift with one hand. To them, one-handed giving signifies 
only half the heart.

No scholar in England had 
been more bigoted as a Protestant min- 
ister than Cardinal Newman; but in his 
studies of the early Christian writers, 
he was sure that he discovered what is 
essentially the Catholic religion today 
‘and nothing of Protestantism. But be- 
cause of his prejudice, he moved slowly 

‘and prayed in the words of his hymn, 
which is sung frequently in many Pro- 
testant churches, “Lead, kindly Light, 
‘lead Thou me on.” That prayer, to- 
‘gether with the knowledge he received 
converted him and he became a great 
apologist for the Catholic Church—and 
the Blessed Mother.

Love Is Not Duty 


We might remind the author of the 
tract once more that no Catholic is 
ever obligated to pray to Mary; that no 
Catholic may worship Mary in the sense 
of paying her divine honors without 
committing sin; that all honor paid to 
Mary is because of her Divine Son, and 
is supposed to redound to His glory. 

The Catholic Church in all her official 
prayers prays directly to God “through 
Jesus Christ our Lord,” as the one Me- 
diator by redemption. People pray to 
Christ through His mother, as the most 
powerful intercessor. The whole Cath- 
olic position is most logical and coher- 
ent. That it has survived for 19 cen- 
turies against the opposition of rival re- 
ligions, and even of the most violent 
persecutors, is evidence of its truth. 

The religions which have split from 
the parent religions of the Reformation, 
founded by Luther and Calvin, can 
hardly be called their followers because 
both Luther and Calvin advocated ven- 
eration of the Blessed Virgin. 

We would ask the minister and all 
critics of devotion to Mary to try it, 
aftet apologizing to Christ for their re- 
pudiation of His own mother. Argu- 
ments will never change the position of 
the Catholic people themselves because 
they have personally experienced the 
power of Mary’s prayers to her Divine 
Son.

Father Gerald Ellard, S.J., one 
of the great liturgists of our day, 
prefers to call liturgical music 
“plainsong for plain men.” The 
term, “Gregorian chant” is some- 
times used to describe liturgical 
‘music, because it was under the 
patronage of Pope St. Gregory, the 
Great, that much of this chant was 
compiled. . 

Father Ellard’s expression is 
rather accurate. This chant is very 
simpre and not especially difficult 
to sing. The original composers 
kept in mind the fact that these 
melodies were to be sung by 
ordinary folk. They avoided com- 
plicated and theatrical. arrange- 
ments. Moreover, this is definitely 
church music. The melodies chosen 
are perfectly wedded to the sacred 
text. The result is a most dignified 
and devotional embellishment to 
worship. 

Gregorian chant is difficult for 
most of us, first of all, because we 
are not sufficiently familiar with it. 
Any mffsic seems strange and un- 
appealing until we become thor- 
oughly at home with it. Time and 
patience will correct this problem. 

The second great complaint
